Here is a case where a wise judge 
made the punishment fit the crime. 
A man in a Massachusetts town was 
arrested on a charge of underfeeding 
and neglected to care for his horse. 
The guilt was undisputed and the 
facts 
so 
flagrant 
that 
the court 
have sent him to jail for a month. 
But the judge reasoned that this 
extreme punishment would do more 
harm than good, for the man had a 
family dependent on his work. 
He 
wished to make the man understand 
he must care for the horse properly, 
and among other things provide a 
clean stall for the animal, the evi­ 
dence showing the stall in which it 
had been kept to be filthy. 
So the sentence of the court was 
that the man sleep two nights in the 
horse’s stall. 
The judge reasoned 
that this would insure that the stall 
would be cleaned and also that it 
would bring such ridicule on the man 
that he would not wish to repeat the 
offense. 
It is not clear where the judge ex­ 
pected the horse to sleep while the 
man was occupying its stall, but, be­ 
ing in the summer time, probably 
the horse was content to stay on the 
outside for tv/o nights and indulge 
in a quiet horse laugh. 
Probably the owner of the horse 
did*not intend to be unkind. 
Being 
poor, he was unable to feed the horse 
as it should have been fed. 
Work­ 
ing hard, he was likely very tired 
when reaching home at night and 
put off cleaning up the still until a! 
more convenient time. 
The judge gave him something to i 
think about. 
He learned that ne' 
must care for the animal that helped j 
him make a living for the family, I 
and that the animal was entitled to j 
a share of that living. 
Sleeping in ; 
the stall should make him appreci- j 
ate the comfort of clean q u arte rs.! 
Surely the punishment was made to j

SMALL FARMS ARE

The small, indep ndent farm own­ 
er is a greater social and c o m m e r c ia l 
asset to his comm! nity than is the 
transient tenant. 
By intensive culti­ 
vation of tile soil he is almost sure 
to get larger returns for his labor 
than the farmer who covers more 
territory, hut with le s s care and ef­ 
ficiency. 
Even the days of tile far-flung cat­ 
tle ranches are drawing to a close. 
In some sections of the west where 
the land is fit onl^ for grazing pur­ 
poses, the extensive ranches will per­ 
sist, but the cutting up of the ranch­ 
es as agriculture spreads westward 
forecasts even radical changes in the 
method of producing cattle. The day 
will probably come when intensive 
methods will be used in the cattle 
industry.

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ELECTRICITY ONLY 
FORTY YEARS OLD 


Many grown persons in Texas who 
have been familiar with electric Ii gilt 
and power all theii lives do not real­ 
ize that this magic servant in the 
house is only forty years old. 
Many 
other persons not yet old recall the 
days of gas lights and the kerosene 
lamps as the only illumination avail­ 
able. 
Fort years ago— at three o’clock 
in the afternoon of September 3rd, 
1882— the first power station for 
generating electric anergy went into 
operation. 
It was inomas A. Edi­ 
son’s company at 457 Pearl street, 
New York City. 
Part of the building 
was used as a generating plant and 
part as a store room. 
Mr. Edison 
ate and slept there; 
he did not sleep 
much of the time. 
Six generators, 
each with a capacity of a hundred 
and twenty-five horse power, were 
employed. 
When Mr. Edison gave the signal 
to turn on the current that after­ 
noon forty years a^o, electric energy 
was sent along under ground wires a 
distance of thirteen miles. 
The orig­ 
inal district server was about two 
thousand feet square. 
Today in one 
section of the country current at two 
hundred and twenty thousand volts 
is transmitted two hundred and fifty 
miles. 
The capital invested in this first 
plant was about one million dollars. 
The fixed capital investment n the 
electrical 
business 
In 
the 
United 
States today is more than four and 
one-half billion dollars. 
In October, 
1882, the one electric company in 
this country had fifty-nine custom­ 
ers. 
There are now five thousand 
six hundred and eighty-four operat­ 
ing 
companies 
serving 
fourteen 
thousand communities, with over tes 
million customers. 
The output of 
Edison’s first stat on was sixty-four 
and two-tenths kilowatts. 
In 192 1 
the electric energy produced in the 
United States was forty-three billion 
one hundred million kilowatt hours. 
New York was excited over the 
new lighting system. 
The newsif- 
pers were full of account of it and 
the night workers on morning papers 
wrote in praise of improved lamps. 
During the first twenty years of 
electrical development much atten­ 
tion was devoted to laboratory work. 
The past ten yep~s have witnessed 
tremendous expansion of the electric 
power and light industry. 
To the 
electrification of industry has been 
added electrification of the home and 
an encouraging start toward electri­ 
fication of the farm. 
The past twenty years have seen 
many great advances in electricity, 
some of which were not of pressing 
importance in the days when practi­ 
cal operation was tne chief consider­ 
ation. 
Mechanically and scientific­ 
ally the industry has maintained its 
giant strides. 
In the meantime bus­ 
iness efficiency anA the maintenance 
of satisfactory public relations have 
come to the fore. 
It has been dem­ 
onstrated that the engineering de­ 
partment is only a small part of the 
successful electrical concern. 
Devel­ 
opment in financing, regulation and 
public relations have been compre­ 
hensive. 
To those familiar with the devel­ 
opment of the industry it is appar­ 
ent that the present system of pri­ 
vate 
operation 
under 
government 
regulation has been mos satisfactory. 
The industry stands today further 
advanced in public relatioss than it 
has ever before. 
Leaders in the in­ 
dustry have taken the people into 
their confidence and the people have 
responded to their ‘rust. 
One of the 
greatest developments of recent d a t e 
has been the idea of customer owner­ 
ship of the public utilities.

He seemed 
bright, talented, versatile, resouce- 
ful. 
But he had failed to make wise 
selections. 
He ha! spread thin by 
taking in too much social latitude. 
His final regretful lament to me as 
I left for my tent was this; 
“I am 
not content to be just a cook all my 
life. 
I should do better. 
I know 
that I could. 
But I guess, ifs too 
late now to mend. 
I am is the mid­ 
dle thirties. 
So I am doomed to fry 
waffles for the rest of my mortal 
existence. 
So long, stranger.” 
That is a pathetic confession of 
failure without being morally wick­ 
ed. 
Millions of youths, like this 
cook, are stranded by the force of 
circumstances like a ship grounded 
on a sand bar. 
All intact, but going 
nowhere, in motion by the lashing 
waves beating around its keel. 
Life is like that with so many. 
If 
some one could 
only sting them 
awake early before they run onto (he 
sand bar of incurable regrets. 
We older ones should make it our 
business to sting them awake. 
We could if we would. 
Youth is 
impressionable and eager, daring and 
active, ambitious and hopeful. 
The 
audacity of youth :s unbelieveable. 
Think 
how 
good 
old 
Socrates 
stung Xenephon awake. 
He met this 
promising looking youth on a bridge 
so the story goes, stuck out his c a n e , 
caught the youth’s foot and tripped 
him up. 
Xenephon, getting up very 
angry, roared out; 
“ What do you 
mean by such action?” 
Socrates is 
said to have replied: 
“I wanted to 
learn if there we»> anything there 
worth poking up.” 
There was! Tile 
youth became^ famous and saved So­ 
crates from historic oblivion as a 
debt of gratitude. 
John the Baptist stung Jesus alive 
to his messianic mission and Jesus 
stung the twelve awake to the great­ 
est life on earth.

COUNTY AGENTS IN 
TEXAS GREAT HELP 


The more we see of county agents 
and learn their work, the firmer our 
conviction becomes that they are do­ 
ing a great work tor the farmers of 
Texas. 
They have different ways or 
going at things, bvt in the majority 
of cases they have, sought out the 
big problems in their county and set 
to work to selve th Am. 
In one Texas 
county in which cotton is the out­ 
standing crop, the agent put on a 
campaign that brought about the 
planting of two varieties of cotton 
of recognized quality. 
He made his 
county known as a section iii which 
even running lots of cotton of good 
staple might be obtained. 
In other 
counties, the most important prob­ 
lem is not so apparent and the agent 
has used what he pleases to call com­ 
munity analysis to determine how he 
can most efficiently aid the farmers 
of his county. 
Tht influential farm­ 
ers of a community come together, 
analyze 
the 
agricultural 
situation 
and then, with the aid of the county 
agent, decide what should be done 
and how to do it. 
In this way the 
farmers direct their own activities. 
In West Texas where some coun­ 
ties contain less than one hundred 
farms, the county agent is in posi­ 
tion to give the farmers individual 
attention. 
Under such conditions, 
community work on the part of the 
agent is often impractical. 
llow- 
ever, in East Texas, in counties with 
four to six thousand farmers, the 
agent must of necessity work with 
communities rather than individuals, 
and farmers shouH not feel aggriev­ 
ed because the c o u n t y agent did not 
give them as much individual atten­ 
tion as they expected. 
The agent who leaves his imprint 
on the agriculture of a county is the 
one who has a broad constructive 
plan for the solution of one or more 
of the most Imprt.mt problems af­ 
fecting the agriculture of his county. 
He 
must work 
with communities 
rather than individuals and get the 
farmers to thinking a*;out and work­ 
ing out their individual problems. 
He can not visit with every farmer 
in the county ai frequent intervals, 
but by working v/ith groups of farm­ 
ers, there is no reason why he should 
not reach and materially aid every 
farmer in the county.— Progressive 
Farmer.

per cent more in \921 than it wa; 
in 1913. 
The purchasing power of 
the wages of the coal miners was 
thirty per cent greaser than in 191 3. 
But the purchasing power of the 
farm hand w«s ft or per cent less 
in 1921 than in i9 13. 
While the 
purchasing power of the farmer him­ 
self was twenty-fivu to forty-five per 
cent less. 
While great bodies of men have 
been refusing to work, piling up the 
costs of transportation and fuel, the 
farmers keep digging away at full 
production altho they often can’t get 
back a new dollar for an old one. 
The farmers show a splendid loyalty 
that the rest of the country should 
appreciate better. 
They at least are 
bright enough to see that the coun­ 
try can not produce unless everyone 
keeps working to the best of his abil­ 
ity and keeping up production. 
The men who make their living in 
country towns are in about the same 
position as the farmers, as their 
prosperity depends principally upon 
the welfare of the farming people. 
The towns can not buy their usual 
supplies of factory products until the 
prices of the same come down. 
What is needed rn this country is 
a fairer dealing between the people 
of the cities and the country folks. 
Unless rural production be’made to 
pay a fair return, people will not 
continue to raise l o id products on an 
adequate scale. 
Tile supplv of food 
stuffs will fall off and prices will 
rise. 
There will not be full measure 
of prosperity as long as factory work­ 
ers demand more pay lor eight hours 
a day of work than the farmer tor 
his twelve to fourteen hours, a day.

The request for appropriation for 
the maintenance and operation of 
the various departments of the state 
as submitted to the state board of 
control for the two years beginning 
September 1st, 1922. have nearly 
reached the forty-!ive million dollar 
mark. 
This is far in excess of the 
amount asked for two years ago, 
which was thirty-.iine million dol­ 
lars.

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IL PROBLEMS! 
FRONT NATION 
MICKIE SAYS 


we sit sweltering these days 
_ indeed difficult to imagine that 
only a few short weeks separate us 
from the autumn season. 
But 'tis 
true. 
Not long now until the leaves 
will begin to turn and fall, till nip­ 
ping breezes will whip around the 
corner, til the thud of a well-directed 
foot against the oval football will re­ 
sound on many an athletic field. 
And all this brings us to the prob­ 
lem of schools. 
Where shall I send 
my child to school this year? 
This 
is the question that confronts parents 
of children of school age thruout the 
length and breadth of the land. And 
it is a difficult question to answer, 
with arguments in favor of a number 
of different systems of education to 
confuse one’s mind. 
Mothers of children around five 
and six years old are debating se­ 
riously the question of kindergarten. 
Some educators advise against the 
kindergarten, holding that a child 
should be allowed to go with an open 
mind until the age of seven be/ore 
instruction of any nature is attmept- 
od. 
But a great majority advocate 
the kindergarten course. In the well- 
directed kindergarten school the lit­ 
tle tot does not study, in the common 
sense of the word but rathe plays 
at school. 
However, the “play” is so well-di­ 
rected by the instructors that the 
little minds acquire a splendid store 
of useful knowledge that will be of 
real benefit when the acoutl educa­ 
tion is started. 
The greater part of 
the kindergarten course does not tax 
the minds of the little students in 
the slightest degree, 
but 
teaches 
them to do thing? with their hands. 
Simple drawing lessons, out-out work 
and similar things pass the time 
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away. 
The chief benefits derived by the 
little 
tot 
from 
the 
kindergarten 
course of training are much better 
t ut de to start their actual school life 
than are the one3 who have not at­ 
tended kindergarten. 
Seven years is ice accepted age at 
which children should start their ac­ 
tual school life. 
That much is more 
or less definite. 
But where this 
schooling is to be achuired is a more 
difficult problem. 
The public gram­ 
mar school is the first thought and 
probably the best one. 
Of course 
there are a large number of private 
schools which teach grammar school 
subjects, but unless a child is abnor­ 
mal in some respect, it will profit 
most thru receiving the first few 
years of its schooling in the public 
grade schools. 
The public school system has been 
so perfected, so carefully planned and 
is manned by such an efficient staff 
of instructors that it would be ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to find a private 
school anywhere in the country that 
can excel them in the training of the 
young mind. 
Not only are the sub­ 
jects wrell-selected and well-taught; 
there is another factor that enters 
into the advantages of the grade 
school. 
And that is demroeary. 
To 
a certain extent all classes meet in 
the public school, \ fact that can be 
objected to only by those snobbishly 
inclined. 
Your son or your daugh­ 
ter, 
in 
attendance at 
the public 
school meets on an equal footing 
with the children of your butcher, 
your 
druggist, 
your 
doctor, 
your 
laundryman and your banker. 
This association gives the boy or 
girl a farmily grounded idea of the 
equality of classes, an invaluable les­ 
son in the fundamental princaples on 
which this government was founded. 
The child of wealth, thru this asso­ 
ciation, is insured against snobbish­ 
ness; 
while the child from the poor­ 
er home learns that mental and bod­ 
ily achievement counts for as much 
as wealth. 


their respective niches in the busi­ 
ness or professional world. 
These 
factors, coupled with the fact that 
many parents are financially unable 
to bear the burden cf a college edu­ 
cation, prevent many young people 
from completing their school train­ 
ing. 
Tho there are few exceptions, as 
a rule there is ne insurmountable 
obstacle to prevent a boy or girl from 
attending college. 
Financial diffi­ 
culties may prevent attendance^ on 
some of the more exclusive schools, 
but there are many others where so 
great an outlay of money is unnec­ 
essary, and where one energetic, am­ 
bitious young person can work a few 
hours each week and meet every fi­ 
nancial need that Krises. 
Parents should unite in insisting 
that their sons and daughter com­ 
plete their educational life by a col­ 
lege course. The career that is beck­ 
oning can easily wait for a few years, 
and be a great success as a result. 
College training af a technical na­ 
ture is almost an aesolute necessity 
for the boy and for, the girl who 
look forward to a “career.” 
The 
young woman who has no yearnings 
other than the desire for an eventual 
home profits handsomely from at­ 
tainments acquired in one of those 
schools known to our mothers as 
“finishing schools.” 
But whatever the age of the child 
and whatever the wind of schooling 
chosen, 
whether 
It 
be 
in 
public 
schools, private schools or at home 
under tutors, the parents should at 
all times evidence sn intense inter­ 
est— not only show. an interest but 
feel it. 
It is only in this way that 
the child will fee. that its efforts 
are worth while.

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A pumping action, akin to that ex­ 
erted Ly the heart of an animal, is 
believed by Sir J C. Bose, the noted 
Hindu plant' biologist, to cause the 
i scent of sap in trees. 
But whereas 
the pumping in an animals is done 
by a single large organ, in plants it 
is carried on by minute cell 
c ach 
of which expands and contracts with 
a throbbing action, continually draw­ 
ing up water from below and expell­ 
ing it upward to the next cell. 
The 
active cells are mostly in the cortex 
or inner bark, next to the woody tis­ 
sue. 
The cause of the ascent of sap 
has long been a mooted question, 
but Professor Bose believes that it 
has now been solved by his investi­ 
gations, which are to be fully de­ 
scribed 
in 
his forthcoming 
book, 
“The Physiology cf the Ascent of 
Sap,” and are summarized in a pop­ 
ular article conti buted by the in­ 
vestigator from his laboratory in 
Calcutta to the Manchester Guar­ 
dian. The success of Sir J. C. Bose’s 
experiments is due to an invention 
of his, “the electric probe,” which 
reveals the minute processes of cell 
activity. 
Says the professor: 
“The tree has to obtain its Inor­ 
ganic food material from the dissolv­ 
ed substances in th8 soil. 
It sucks 
up water by the root, conducts it 
along the stem, and transpires it into 
the air by the leaves. 
The quantity 
of water thus raised nd given out in 
a large tree is about a hundred 
pounds per day; 
the height of cer­ 
tain giant trees, again, may be as 
much as four hundred and fifty feet. 
The energy required for lifting such 
large quantities or water to the top 
of the tree is very great. 
“What is the machinery by which 
the tree forces the water up, and 
what is the source of its power? 
This question has attracted the at­ 
tention of physiologists for the last 
hundred years, but the problem has 
hitherto remained unsolved. 
It is 
not even, known for certain whet 
the ascent of sap is due to the ac­ 
tivity of living cells or whether it is 
brought about by suctional force de­ 
veloped by physical evaporation from 
the leaves, the water being conduct­ 
ed along the dead wood. 
Strasbur- 
ger attempted to decide the question 
by poisoning a tree, and thought that 
the ascent of water took place in 
spite of the poisoning; 
hence it was 
concluded that living cells did not 
take any part in the propulsion of 
sap. 
“Recent experiments carried out 
in my institute have shown the de­ 
fect in 
Strasburger’s method. 
A 
semi-drooping plant, when irrigated 
with poisonous solution like formal­ 
dehyde, is unable to absorb the so­ 
lution; 
it droops more and more 
and dies in a day or two. 
In sharp 
contrast with the above is the fol­ 
lowing 
experiment with 
a 
potted 
chrysanthemum plant: 
Water was 
withheld for several days, and under 
severe drouth the plant collapsed and 
sprawled over the ground; 
the its 
leaves became crumpled up and dry, 
and to all seeming the plant appear­ 
ed to be quite dead. 
But irrigation 
of the plant with water containing 
a small dose of stimulating drug

the child is a composit*1 to a certain 
extent, possessing a little of the ad­ 
vantages of all the classes represent 
cd in the school body. 
It is this type 
of child that grows into the best of 
all our citizens, the citizen whose 
life has taught bin an inner knowl­ 
edge of people of .ivory station in 
life — whose 
understanding 
makes 
him valuable as a leader. 
It is believed that every boy and 
girl should at least be given a few 
years in the pub: e grade schools. 
No other school life can take its 
place in developing the right kind 
of citizenship. 
After the grade school age has 
been passed comes another problem, 
that of deciding between the high 
school and the preparatory school. 
In deciding this problem, the future 
of the child should be taken into 
consideration. 
Flue ss a career of 
music or art has be*?n decided upon, 
few parents consider the preparatory 
school necessary for their children. 
Our 
expecitionally 
well-equipped 
high school system offers training 
in almost every line of training of 
more than superficial merit. 
The 
courses in English literature and al­ 
lied subjects are all that could be 
desired, while special courses in the 
.sciences and arts give the student a 
splendid ground work on which ti 
build toward the ultimate goal. 
The child whose career is planned 
to include music and art will find 
more specialized instruction in the 
preparatory schools, wnere nstructor? 
of more than passing fame are at 
their disposal. 
Whenever possible, 
in sending a chile to a preparatory 
school, a school with boarding fa­ 
cilities should 
be 
chosen. 
Every 
child deserves the tinequulled joys 
of boarding school life. 
The problems of early school life 
may be difficult to solve, but it is 
when the child reaches college age 
that the greatest 
problem arises. 
Many things enter into life at this 
time to legislate further schooling, a 
fact attested to by the comparatively 
small percentage of high school and 
preparatory school 
graduates who 
elect to receive collage educations. 
The girl who is reaching maturity 
much earlier than her boy school­ 
m ate of her same te e , quite often 
ha® begun to thing seriously of m ar­ 
riage by the tim e she is ready tc 
enter college.

inch per hour. 
The rate of ascent 
of sap under favorable circumstances 
was found to be n ore than a hun­ 
dred feet per hour. 
“The latest theory that has found 
more or less general acceptance is 
that the transpiration from leaves 
produces a partial vaccuum in the 
wood vessels, giving rise to a suck­ 
ing force from above; 
there is in 
addition the mysterious ‘root pres­ 
sure’ by which the root pushes up 
water from below. The ascent is thus 
supposed to be brought about by a 
tug from above a^d push from be­ 
low, these being due to the point ac­ 
tion of transpiration and of root 
pressure. 
“The above theory is completely 
disproved by the following experi­ 
ment; 
a chrysthemum plant had 
all its leaves removed and the stem 


traction. 
It is thus found that the 
cells in the active layer are in a 
state of throbbing pulsation, expand­ 
ing and contracting by turns; 
there 
is, moreover, a definite sequence of 
pulsation from below upwards. Each 
cell during its phase of expansion ab­ 
sorbs water from below, and expels 
it upwards during the phase of con­ 
traction. 
The ascent of sap thus 
takes place by th*, co-ordinated ac­ 
tivity of a series of vertically situat­ 
ed cellular pumps. 
The period of a 
single pulsation in about fourteen 
seconds; 
but under definite physi­ 
ological variations she up and down 
strokes become quickened or slowed 
down to the point of arrest. 
The 
records show further that the epider­ 
mal cell is inactive, while the cortex 
which surrounds the woody tissue is 
the most active. 
The cellular activ­ 
ity is completely absent from the 
dead 
wood. 
Th<> cortical 
sheath 
which 
extends thruout the entire 
length of the tree is thus the active 
medium for the propulsion of sap;
